HEMPSTEAD, N.Y. - An ag¬ 
gressive President Barack 
Obama accused challenger 
Mitt Romney of favoring 
a “one-point plan” to help 
the rich in America and 
playing politics with the 
recent deadly terrorist at¬ 
tack in Libya in a Tuesday 
night debate crackling 
with energy and emotion 
just three weeks before the 
election. 

Romney pushed back

hard, saying the middle 
class “has been crushed 
over the last four 
years,” that 23 mil¬ 
lion Americans are 
struggling to find 
work and that the 
death of the U.S. am¬ 
bassador to Libya was part 
of an unraveling of the 
administration’s foreign 
policy. 

The president was 


feistier from the outset 
than he had been in their 
initial encounter two 
weeks ago, when 
he turned in a list¬ 
less performance 
that sent shudders 
^ through his support¬ 
ers and helped fuel a rise 
by Romney in opinion 
polls nationally and in 
some battleground states. 

Obama and Romney 



disagreed, forcefully and 
repeatedly — about taxes, 
measures to reduce the 
deficit, energy, pay equity 
for women and health care 
as well as foreign policy 
across 90 minutes of a 
town-hall style debate. 

Immigration prompted 
yet another clash, Romney 
saying Obama had failed to 
pursue the comprehensive 
legislation he promised at 
the dawn of his adminis¬ 
tration, and the president 
saying Republican obsti-

rington said. 

The Henderson County 
Detention Center is one of 
just a few in the Common¬ 
wealth “running in the 
black,” he said. 

“With our reserve fund,

Henderson Fiscal Court 
unanimously passed final 
reading of an ordinance 
Tuesday that the organizer 
of Ski Day said will likely 
mean the end of the popu¬ 
lar boating event. 

Members of fiscal court 
said they hope that doesn’t 
happen. The ordinance 
originally began as a way 
to set up an advisory parks 
board, but then expanded 
to regulate large events on 
private property that are 
expected to draw more 
than 500 people. Such 
events would be required 
to get a permit from the 
judge-executive and pro¬ 
vide plans for such things 
as security and clean-up 
operations. 

Rick O’Daniel of Evans¬ 
ville, who founded Ski Day 
in 1979, expressed reserva¬ 
tions about how much the 
new regulatory framework 
would cost. 

“Can you all work with 
the permit?” Magistrate 
Carter Wilkerson asked 
him. 

“I don’t know,” O’Daniel 
replied. “Unless it just 
starts raining money out 
of the sky this event is 
over. I’d have to get all 
new sponsors. This is the 
death knell for the event, 
I’m afraid, unless Donald 
Trump flies in.” 

When County Attorney 
Steve Gold asked O’Daniel 
what specific objections he 
had to the ordinance, he 
replied that he’s worried 
about how much it might 
cost to reimburse the sher¬ 
iff’s office for overtime 
deputies work providing 
security for the event at 
Scuffletown beach. Gold 
conceded that the ordi¬ 
nance would allow the 
county to recoup those 
costs.

“If it’s going to cost me 
$5,000, I can’t afford it,” 
O’Daniel said. “I have a 
real dilemma on how to 
fund it” and recent un¬ 
favorable publicity will 
make it more difficult to 
get additional sponsors. 

O’Daniel was upset with 
the tone of the last fiscal 
court meeting and par¬ 
ticularly by statements 
made earlier by Sheriff Ed 
Brady. O’Daniel said he 
feels “blindsided” by them 
because he said he has al¬ 
ways worked well with the 
sheriff’s department. 

The vast majority of 
those who attend simply 
have a good time, O’Daniel 
said, although he conceded 
that Ski Day is “not a fam¬ 
ily-oriented event,” lacks 
portable restrooms and 
that underage drinking 
occurs because there is no 
way to force those attend¬ 
ing to present proof of age. 

The sheriff reiterated 
his past statements: “Ski 
Day is not what it was in 
1979,” Brady said. “It’s 
getting where it’s not the 
clean fun it used to be.” He 
said people have simulated 
sex acts on the stage, and 
if any of them are minors 
that would be a crime. 

But more importantly, 
he said, “if it’s not su¬ 
pervised — and it hasn’t 
been — somebody’s going 
to get hurt.” Clean-up of 
cans and other rubbish is 
not adequate, he said, in 
that such things as vomit, 
urine, fecal matter, blood 
and other materials that 
could pose biohazard 
risks are still present on 
the beach after the event. 

The bottom line, the 
sheriff said, is that it’s not

Social Security benefits 
get a 1.7 percent bump

WASHINGTON- More than 
56 million Americans on 
Social Security will get 
raises averaging $19 a 
month come January, one 
of the smallest hikes since 
automatic adjustments for 
inflation were adopted in 
1975, the government an¬ 
nounced Tuesday. 

Much of the 1.7 percent 
increase in benefits could 
get wiped out by higher 
Medicare premiums, 
which are deducted from 
Social Security payments. 

At the same time, about 
10 million working peo¬ 
ple who make more than 
$110,100 will be hit with a 
tax increase next year be¬ 
cause more of their wages 
will be subjected to Social 
Security taxes. 

The cost-of-living ad¬ 
justment, or COLA, on 
payments is tied to a gov¬ 
ernment measure of infla¬ 
tion released Tuesday. It 
confirms that inflation has 
been relatively low over 
the past year, despite the 
recent surge in gasoline 
prices. 

Social Security recipi¬ 
ents received a 3.6 percent 
increase in benefits this 
year after getting none the 
previous two years. 

“The annual COLA is 
critically important to the 
financial security of the 
(56) million Americans 
receiving Social Security 
benefits today,” said Nancy 
LeaMond, AARP’s execu¬ 
tive vice president. “Amid 
rising costs for food, 
utilities and health care 
and continued economic 
uncertainty, the COLA 
helps millions of older 
Americans maintain their 
standard of living, keeping 
many out of poverty.” 


Social Security pay¬ 
ments average $1,131 a 
month, or $13,572 a year. 
A 1.7 percent increase 
amounts to a $19 increase 
each month, or about $230 
a year. 

Payments for retired 
workers are a little higher 
on average, about $1,237, so 
the typical increase will be 
slightly larger. 

Disabled workers get a 
little less on average, about 
$1,111 a month, so their 
typical increase will be a 
little smaller. Social Secu¬ 
rity also provides benefits 
to millions of spouses, 
widows, widowers and 
children. 

About 8 million people 
who receive Supplemental 
Security Income, the dis¬ 
ability program for poor 
people, will also receive 
the COLA. 

In all, the increase will 
affect about one in five U.S. 
residents. 

Since 1975, the annual 
COLA has averaged 4.2 
percent. Only five times 
has it been below 2 per¬ 
cent, including the two 
times it was zero. 

Before 1975, it took an 
act of Congress to increase 
Social Security payments. 

“While this modest 
increase will help, much 
of the COLA will be con¬ 
sumed by health care and 
prescription costs, which 
continually outpace infla¬ 
tion,” LeaMond said. 

Medicare Part B premi¬ 
ums, which cover doctor 
visits, are expected to rise 
by about $7 per month for 
2013, according to govern¬ 
ment projections. 

Since the premiums 
are deducted from Social 
Security payments, that 
would eat up more than 
a third of the average 
COLA.

City to release rainbow 
trout in state fisheries 

The Indiana Department of 
Natural Resources is releasing 550 
catchable-sized rainbow trout into 
the lake at Evansville’s Garvin 
Park, and state fisheries personnel 
will be on hand 1 to 5 p.m. Satur¬ 
day to provide equipment, bait and 
instruction on how to catch them. 

Anyone age 16 and younger 
does not need a state fishing li¬ 
cense or trout stamp. Those age 
17 or older do. 

A part of the fisheries depart¬ 
ment’s urban fishing program, the 
hope is the trout will all be caught 
out of the lake before warm weath¬ 
er returns next spring. Trout are 
cold water fish, and the Garvin 
Park lake is too shallow to provide 
them a sustainable habitat.

Don’t let Benghazi 
facts get in the way 
of political fighting 

Successive generations of White House staffs and 
newspaper editors relearn the same hard lesson: 
Don’t get ahead of the facts. 

The initial White House reaction to the attack 
on the U.S. consulate in Benghazi, which cost the 
lives of our ambassador and three others, was that 
it was a spontaneous response to an amateurish 
video made in the United States that purportedly 
ridiculed Islam. 

The U.S. ambassador to the United Nations, Su¬ 
san Rice, amplified that explanation five days later 
in a round of talk shows. But Sen. Lindsey Graham, 
R-S.C., said the White House knew within 24 hours 
that it was an orchestrated attack by a terrorist mi¬ 
litia, one possibly affiliated with al-Q_aida. 

If it was a deliberate misrepresentation, as Gra¬ 
ham charges, it was a dumb idea — not that dumb 
ideas are unknown in Washington — because the 
details were bound to leak out over time. 

The White House may have been afraid of losing 
control of what is now called in Washington-speak 
“the narrative” and, with the FBI unable to get to 
the ruined consulate for three weeks, unwilling to 
wait for all the facts to begin emerging. 

Unfortunately 
for the truth and 
possibility of pre¬ 
venting a recur¬ 
rence, this con¬ 
troversy comes 
at a time when 
politics colors 
everything. 

To put the 
worst possible 
face on it, the GOP may have been trying to take 
down Rice, a rising star in the Obama administra¬ 
tion and a rumored successor to Hillary Clinton, 
and to tarnish an Obama success, the overthrow of 
Libyan dictator Moammar Gadhafi. 

Republicans derided the plan until the day Gad¬ 
hafi was finally killed. 

Republicans blamed the White House for ignor¬ 
ing clear warnings of an imminent attack; the White 
House responded that the Republicans had cut $300 
million in diplomatic security funding. 

None of this sparring is at all helpful. 

It is the responsibility of the host country to 
protect foreign diplomats and embassies, but 
that’s difficult in the extreme in countries that 
have no governments or, in the case of Libya, not 
much of one. 

As a practical matter, the U.S. cannot retreat into 
fortress-like embassies; that defeats the whole pur¬ 
pose of having wingtips on the ground, so to speak 
— the attaches, the specialists and, yes, the spooks 
who are eyes and ears in foreign countries. 

Unfortunately, a certain amount of risk comes 
with being a foreign service officer in unsettled 
parts of the world, risks that the diplomats, like 
their military counterparts, know going in. 

Those four Americans who died in Benghazi, 
and especially Ambassador Chris Stevens, were 
heroes. 

The issue may have been quelled by the secretary 
of state herself. The formidable Hillary Clinton took 
responsibility for the deaths and noted that it is she, 
and not the White House, who is responsible for the 
security of our diplomatic missions.

With Tooter gone, neither Metzger’s 
nor the East End will be same again 


Half of the East End of 
Henderson must have filed 
through the funeral home 
Friday evening. At least, 
half of the old East End. 

They were people who 
remember that old neigh¬ 
borhood when it was a 
nursery and a kiln — a 
place that nurtured, and 
then tested, its young 
ones. 

The East End produced 
some good ’uns: some 
square businessmen and 
good preachers and ear¬ 
nest teachers and a lot of 
hardworking folks besides. 

But it also produced a 
prince. We knew him as 
Tooter. 

It was 30-odd years ago 
when I sat down on a stool 
at Metzger’s Tavern, or¬ 
dered a draft Sterling and a 
bowl of chili. After paying, 
I slid a gratuity across the 
bar to the man who was 
tending it. 

The bartender slid the 
money back.“You don’t 
have to do that here,” he 
said kindly. 

A friendship developed 
over the years. Actually, 
years passed before I real¬ 
ized that I didn’t know my 
friend’s real first or last 
name. I knew him only as 
Tooter. 

In fact, his name was 
Billy Leslie and he was 
one of the most univer¬ 
sally liked men I’ve ever 
known. For more than 30 
years, he worked nights 
at Metzger’s as a second 
(or third) job — pouring 
drafts, frying bologna and 
exchanging quips with a 
parade of people from all 
walks of life in what was 
once a men’s-only melting 
pot. 

I had the privilege of 
writing about Tooter when 
he retired from Metzger’s 
in June 2001. In his honor 
and memory, and for the 
benefit of his countless 
friends, I’ll repeat it here. 
■ 

It’s a spring evening at 
Metzger’s, Henderson’s 
famous East End watering 
hole. The phone is ringing 
off the wall; food orders 
are pouring in. The guys 
behind the bar are shoul- 
der-to-shoulder, cooking 
burgers on the grill. It’s

rush hour. 

Busiest of all is the fel¬ 
low with the red-dusted 
hair and a white apron 
pulled tight around his 
middle. That would be 
Tooter. 

Back in the mid-1960s, 
the story goes, Tooter kept 
after then-proprietors Joe 
Tigue and Don Metzger 
for a part-time job, with¬ 
out success. 

“He came in one night 
with the Falstaff baseball 
team,” Tigue recalled. “He 
said, ‘Tell the truth — the 
only reason you won’t hire 
me is, I’m not Catholic.’” 

Maybe the bluff worked. 
Don and Joe, good Holy 
Name Catholic Church 
parishioners, finally hired 
Tooter. 

“That was 34 years 
ago,” Tigue said, add¬ 
ing that Holy Name has 
been through four priests 
during Tooter’s years at 
Metzger’s. “They all adore 
him.” 

It’s not just men of the 
collar who like him. As 
much as anyone I know, 
Billy “Tooter” Leslie has 
earned the respect and af¬ 
fection of his fellows. 

Tigue motioned with his 
thumb to a tableful of men. 
“I’ll give you $10 if you can 
go over there and find any¬ 
one to say anything bad 
about him.” 

“One of the finest men 
I’ve ever known,” Metzger 
told me by phone. “Honest. 
Trustworthy. Hardwork¬ 
ing. A very spiritual per¬ 
son. I don’t know anything 
else you could ever say 
about a man.” 

Customers, most of 
whom have East End roots, 
appreciate Tooter as a life¬ 
long East Ender. 

“He’s like a fixture,” ob¬ 
served Jerry Hatley [who 
owned Metzger’s at the 
time]. 

“He’s helped make 
Metzger’s more than Don 


and I did,” Tigue said. 

But Tooter has finally 
hung up his apron. 

ICE BOXES AND 
ICE-COLD MUGS 

No one could blame 
Tooter for wanting a rest 
(Saturday was his last 
day). The whole time he’s 
worked at Metzger’s, he’s 
held a full-time job at the 
Whirlpool refrigerator 
plant in Evansville. 

“He’s had two jobs his 
entire life,” Tigue said. 
“For a while, he also 
delivered bread on Sun¬ 
day.” 

Tooter doesn’t find this 
so remarkable. “My wife 
(Connie), she took care of 
all our kids,” he said. “That 
was the tough job.” 

“Tough” is how Tooter 
himself was once known. 
Years ago, he was a raw- 
boned scrapper. “As a kid, 
he’d rather fight than eat,” 
Metzger recalled. 

“Tooter would fight a 
bus,” lifelong friend Dutch 
Herzog laughed. 

Those of us who met 
Tooter later in life find 
that hard to imagine. 
Today, his eyes twinkle 
when he spies a friend; 
with a toothpick in his 
mouth and a grin on his 
lips, he’s always ready to 
tell a joke or to hear one. 

“A guy asked me one 
time,” Tooter will say, 
“that if I were standing in 
front of Moammar Kha- 
dafi, Saddam Hussein and 
Bobby Knight, and I had 
a gun with only two bul¬ 
lets, who would I shoot? 
I said, ‘Bobby Knight. 
Twice.’ ” 

[Then-]Henderson 
County Judge-executive 
Sandy Watkins has felt the 
wrath of Tooter’s playful¬ 
ness. 

Once, Watkins prom¬ 
ised his mother he’d help 
her in the garden. But he 
stopped at Metzger’s for 
lunch and, well, lingered. 
After awhile, Mama Wat¬ 
kins called Tooter. 

“When he got off the 
phone,” Watkins recalled, 
“Tooter announced to the 
whole crowd, ‘The county 
judge’s mother called, and 
I promised her that I would 
watch over her little boy!’ ” 


FROM PATTON 
TOPITINO 

From his vantage point 
behind the bar, Tooter has 
seen a variety of dignitar¬ 
ies pass through. “He’s met 
the governor in here, and 
the lieutenant governor 
and Rick Pitino,” Tigue 
said. 

But you can be sure, 
Tooter didn’t treat them 
any different, better or 
worse, than anyone else. 

“He’s the governor of 
Metzger’s,” customer Bud 
Satterfield proclaimed. 

Others commend Toot¬ 
er’s character. “In the 
14 years I worked with 
Tooter,” former part-timer 
John Klein said, “whatever 
Tooter said to me, in confi¬ 
dence or whatever, it was 
on the square. You could 
take it to the bank.” 

“The only thing you can 
say is, Tooter is Tooter,” 
fellow bartender Rodney 
Davis said. “And you can’t 
get any better than that.” 

Tooter, who didn’t want 
all this fuss made over him, 
overheard some of these 
remarks, and rolled his 
eyes every time. “What¬ 
ever he (Tigue) tells you, 
don’t believe it,” Tooter 
said as he walked past. 

“It’s like the preacher 
preaching a funeral and 
saying all these nice things 
about the dead man,” Toot¬ 
er said later, “until the son 
finally punched his mother 
and said, ‘Mama, go up and 
open the coffin and see if 
that’s daddy in there!’ ” 

■ 

More than a decade has 
passed since that column 
appeared, and too many of 
the good people mentioned 
in that old column have 
passed on. Tooter’s wife, 
Connie, died in 2004. Toot¬ 
er’s boss and dear friend, 
Joe Tigue, passed away in 
2006. Sandy Lee Watkins 
died suddenly in 2010. 

Now, Tooter is gone as 
well. 

I hope that someone at 
Metzger’s respectfully lift¬ 
ed a glass to his memory.

Sec. Clinton takes Libya blame

WASHINGTON - Secretary of State 
Hillary Rodham Clinton’s pre-elec¬ 
tion bid to shoulder blame over the 
deadly terror attack in Libya failed to 
silence GOP criticism that President 
Barack Obama is not protecting U.S. 
diplomats overseas. 

Her written statement was sure 
to re-emerge as a prominent issue 
in Tuesday’s second debate between 
Obama and GOP challenger Mitt 
Romney, and could have long-term 
ramifications given the persistent 
speculation that Clinton might run 
for president in four years or stay 
in public life. And it prompted the 
Obama campaign to say the presi¬ 
dent joined Clinton in accepting re¬ 
sponsibility. 


“Every time an American dies 
abroad, everybody takes respon¬ 
sibility, from the top down,” said 
Stephanie Cutter, Obama’s deputy 
campaign manager. Asked in an 
interview whether that included 
Obama, she said: “Absolutely.... He’s 
the president of the United States.” 

In her statement, Clinton accepted 
responsibility for the safety of the 
State Department’s staff and diplo¬ 
matic missions. It was quickly brushed 
aside by leading Republicans. 

By becoming the first top admin¬ 
istration official to assume blame 
for the attack last month on the U.S. 
Consulate in Benghazi, Libya, she 
sought to take the heat off Obama for 
the worst debacle at a U.S. embassy 
or consulate overseas in more than 
a decade. Four Americans, including 
the U.S. ambassador to Libya, were 
killed in the Benghazi attack. 


But her message left several lin¬ 
gering questions unanswered, such 
as whether the attack on the 11th an¬ 
niversary of 9/11 occurred because of 
intelligence failures and why admin¬ 
istration officials insisted for days af¬ 
terward that the violence stemmed 
from protests against an American- 
made video ridiculing Islam. 

“I take responsibility,” Clinton 
said, reiterating comments she 
made in a television interview late 
Monday. “I’m in charge of the State 
Department’s 60,000-plus people all 
over the world (at) 275 posts.” 

Clinton’s remarks may have been 
intentionally vague. Neither in her 
interviews or her statement does she 
spell out what exactly she assumes 
responsibility for, a tactic that may 
have been employed to avoid culpa¬ 
bility for specific failings or tasks 
strictly outside her control.

90 dead in attacks

The Syrian military un¬

The barrage came as the 
U.N. food agency warned 
that more and more Syri¬ 
ans are depending on assis¬ 
tance from the World Food 
Program to stay alive with 
the civil war worsening.

Top court criticizes 
draft constitution 

Egypt’s highest court

dent’s power. 

The work — and the

in the nation’s affairs and 
the independence of the 
judiciary. 

Supporters of the panel 
drafting the constitution 
say it was set up by an 
elected parliament and 
broadly represents Egypt’s 
political factions. Critics 
say the process is domi¬ 
nated by a majority made 
up of Islamists.

Problems caused by 
releasing list of Johns 

KENNEBUNK - Paul Main’s 
quiet evening was shattered 
by a phone ringing off the 
hook and a half-dozen TV 
crews showing up on his 
porch. Everyone wanted to 
know: Was he the same Paul 
Main who’s been accused 
of visiting a prostitute in 
Kennebunk? 

The answer was no. 
But a decision to release 
the names of alleged pros¬ 
titution clients without 
any ages or addresses has 
caused big problems for 
men who have the same 
names as the accused. 

For weeks, rumors about 
a prostitution business have 
run rampant. On Monday, 
authorities released the first 
batch of names out of more 
than 150 men accused of 
paying a Zumba fitness in¬ 
structor for sex. 

The addresses, ages and 
other identifying informa¬ 
tion of the johns were with¬ 
held after a judge ruled that 
state law required them to 
be kept confidential be¬ 
cause the alleged sexual 
encounters may have been 
videotaped, making the 
men potential victims of 
privacy invasion. 

On Tuesday, Superior 
Court Justice Thomas 
Warren reversed his deci¬ 
sion, ruling after a request 
from The Portland Press 
Herald that addresses and 
other information could be 
released. 

Kennebunk police reis¬ 
sued the revised list, which 
included former South 
Portland Mayor James 
Soule and suspects from 
more than a dozen towns in 
Maine, as well as one from 
Boston and another from 
New Hampshire.

Earth-sized planet 
close to solar system 

WASHINGTON - Astrono- 
mers say that just outside 
our solar system they’ve 
found a planet that’s the 
closest you can get to 
Earth in location and size. 

It is the type of planet 
they’ve been searching for 
across the Milky Way gal¬ 
axy and they found it cir¬ 
cling a star right next door 
— 25 trillion miles away. 
But the Earthlike planet is 
so hot its surface may be 
like molten lava. 

The team of European 
astronomers who found 
it say it’s likely there are 
other planets circling 
the same star. And those 
planets could fit the not- 
too-hot, not-too-cold 
description that astrono¬ 
mers sometimes call the 
Goldilocks Zone.

GUANTANAMOBAYNAVALBASE, 
Cuba - Three of the five men 
charged with plotting the 
Sept. 11 attacks skipped their 
military tribunal hearing 
Tuesday after a judge ruled 
the men could not be forced 
to attend the session. 

Khalid Sheikh Moham¬ 
med, the self-professed 
9/11 mastermind, was ab¬ 
sent as attorneys delved 
into a dense debate on legal 
motions, including rules 
for handling classified evi¬ 
dence at trial. 

Mohammed was taken 
from his cell at the U.S. 
base in Cuba to a holding 
cell outside the courtroom, 
then chose to boycott at the 
last minute, said a Navy of¬ 
ficer whose name was not 
released by the court for 
security reasons. 

Mohammed, who has 
previously said he con¬ 
ceived and orchestrated 
the Sept. 11 attacks, gave no 
reason for wanting to sit out 
the hearing but on Monday 
dismissed the military tri¬ 
bunal with scorn, saying 
“I don’t think there is any 
justice in this court.” 

Authorities have por¬ 
trayed the other defen¬ 
dants as Mohammed’s 
underlings, who provided 
logistical and other help to 
the Sept. 11 hijackers. All 
five face the same charges, 
which include terrorism 
and murder, in what is 
considered one of the most 
significant terror prosecu¬ 
tions in U.S. history. They 
all could get the death pen¬ 
alty if convicted at a trial 
that is at least a year away. 

Saudi defendant Mus¬ 
tafa Ahmad al-Hawsawi 
and Pakistani national Ali 
Abd al-Aziz Ali, a nephew 
of Mohammed, also chose 
to boycott the hearing.

Fewer qualms now 
about Romney 
from gun lobby 

■ GOP candidate has changed 
views; Ryan selection a big help

ST. PAUL, Minn. - Gun-rights 
groups perceive President 
Barack Obama as a threat 
to unfettered access to 
firearms. They once had 
qualms about Mitt Rom¬ 
ney, too. 

But times and circum¬ 
stances have changed for 
Romney, the GOP presi¬ 
dential nominee now in 
tune with the National 
Rifle Association and sim¬ 
ilar organizations, whose 
members are motivated 
voters. 

In the tight White House 
race, every bit of support 
helps, especially in the 
most closely contested 
states and particularly 
from groups that claim 
millions of members na¬ 
tionwide. 

Romney’s prior embrace 
of weapon-control propos¬ 
als had put him crossways 
with the NRA and others. 
These days, Romney is on 
their good side by opposing 
renewal of a federal ban on 
semiautomatic weapons, 
additional regulations on 
gun shows and suggested 
federal gun registration 
requirements. 

The NRA and some less 
prominent organizations 
are spending big money 
on mailings, radio ads, TV 
commercials and booths at 
game fairs to promote the 
former Massachusetts gov¬ 
ernor and portray Obama 
as hostile to gun rights. 

Gun groups are an im¬ 
portant part of an outdoor 
enthusiast network that 
neither side is willing to 
concede. 

There are “Sportsmen 
for Romney” and “Sports¬ 
men for Obama,” all play¬ 
ing to the largely male 
hook-and-bullet crowd 
that is protective of recre¬ 
ational passions. Neither 


candidate is considered an 
avid outdoorsman, though 
each has made mention of 
fishing rods or been photo¬ 
graphed casting a line. 

Romney and his allies 
underscore his hands-off 
stance when it comes to 
guns, and say he would 
move to open more public 
land to hunting. They also 
promote the bona fides of 
running mate Paul Ryan, 
who has a permit for just 
about every season in Wis¬ 
consin, his home state. 

Last month, Ryan re¬ 
minded a gathering of 
sportsmen in Ohio of the 
hours he has logged in duck 
blinds, deer stands, pheas¬ 
ant fields and fishing boats. 
Then came his critique of 
Obama: “I wonder, I shud¬ 
der as a gun owner, seeing 
his record when he was in 
the Illinois state Senate, 
what would he do if he 
never has to face the vot¬ 
ers ever again?” 

It’s the type of message 
that resonates with voters 
such as Stan Glover of Bow- 
erston, Ohio. Glover said 
Romney’s past stands gave 
him pause, but he’s more 
nervous about Obama. 

“The uncertainty of 
politics in Washington, as 
regards hunters/gun owner 
rights, has caused undue 
fear amongst folks that en¬ 
joy the shooting sports,” 
said Glover, a manufactur¬ 
ing plant sales director who 
plans to vote for Romney. 

The Obama campaign 
emphasizes steps by his 
administration to promote 
habitat conservation, set 
aside land and preserve ac¬ 
cess to land used for recre¬ 
ation. Supporters point to 
Obama’s “American Great 
Outdoors Initiative” to co¬ 
ordinate conservation and 
natural resource efforts in 
all 50 states, whether it’s re¬ 
storing wetlands in Iowa’s 
duck-rich Prairie Pothole 


Region or filtering phos¬ 
phorous harmful to fish 
and fowl in Grand Lake St. 
Marys in Ohio. 

For Obama, minimiz¬ 
ing Romney’s apparent 
advantage among voters 
who place a premium on 
outdoors issues is the name 
of the game. 

In Iowa and other states, 
that task falls to people 
such as Dick Dearden. He’s 
a Democratic state senator 
and leader of a group of 
pro-Obama outdoors en¬ 
thusiasts working to com¬ 
bat negative portrayals of 
the incumbent among the 
shotgun crowd. 

“The president is not a 
threat to people who hunt 
and fish. He’s an asset,” 
Dearden said. “I’m a mem¬ 
ber of the NRA and they 
are beginning to more and 
more embarrass me. I’m a 
Second Amendment per¬ 
son, but I have not seen 
anything this president has 
done for the last four years 
that has hurt anyone’s Sec¬ 
ond Amendment rights.” 

Obama’s campaign high¬ 
lights a law he signed in his 
first year as president that 
allows people with weap¬ 
ons permits to bring loaded 


guns into national parks 
and wildlife refuges. The 
change drew rebukes from 
gun-control advocates. 

But groups working 
to defeat Obama sound 
alarms about his support 
of reinstating an assault 
weapons ban if one made 
it through Congress. They 
also are stoking fears that 
the president would use a 
second term to appoint fed¬ 
eral judges with restrictive 
views toward gun owner¬ 
ship. The Supreme Court 
has been closely divided 
in recent gun cases, and 
the balance could shift if 
Obama had the chance to 
pick any new justices. 

Romney told the leader of 
the NRA’s lobbying arm in a 
question-and-answer piece 
published last month that 
he would appoint “wise, 
experienced and restrained 
judges” and fill his Cabinet 
with “people who agree that 
the Second Amendment 
guarantees a fundamental, 
individual right.” 

His own views have 
shifted from when he ran 
for the Senate and was gov¬ 
ernor in Massachusetts. In 
his failed 1994 Senate cam¬ 
paign he backed a waiting 


period on gun sales and 
an assault weapons ban 
that he said were “not go¬ 
ing to make me the hero of 
the NRA.” As governor, he 
signed a state-level assault 
weapons ban that he ar¬ 
gued was part of a brokered 
deal between the sides in 
the gun debate. 

In the NRA interview 
published in September, 
Romney unequivocally op¬ 
posed new gun restrictions, 
including one on semiauto¬ 


matic weapons. The group 
endorsed him in Virginia 
in early October and has 
since reserved more than 
$1.3 million in TV ad time 
in in Florida, Ohio, Virginia 
and Wisconsin. 

Larry Pratt, executive 
director of Gun Owners of 
America, acknowledged 
some hesitancy about Rom¬ 
ney but said gun-rights ac¬ 
tivists were mollified by 
his selection of Ryan as a 
running mate. 


Flawed safeguards open the door to double voting in two states

As the presidential race tight¬ 
ens and the political rivals try to 
win every vote they can, experts 
say flawed safeguards could al¬ 
low people who live in two states 
to vote twice for their favorite 
candidate. 

Those same double-voters 
could cast ballots in congressio¬ 
nal races in two different states, 
possibly affecting November’s 
pivotal election when both polit¬ 
ical parties are vying for control 
of the U.S. Senate and House. 

Double voting is especially 
a concern in Florida, where an 
annual flock of part-time resi¬ 
dents, known as “snowbirds,” 
have a second home in a different 
state, giving them the chance to 
register to vote in two states, ac¬ 
cording to elections supervisors. 

Absentee ballots, which are 
growing more popular, make it 
easier to pull off this fraud be¬ 
cause the person doesn’t need to 
travel to both places. 

The little-noted problem ex¬ 
ists largely because there is no 
national database that enables 
all states to cross-check reg¬ 


istration and voting records, a 
Scripps Treasure Coast News¬ 
papers investigation has found. 

And no easy solutions exist. 

In 20 states where officials 
do match records, thousands 
of people turned up as possi¬ 
bly double voting during the 
2010 general election. But these 
cross-check systems have a lag 
time and often don’t catch ques¬ 
tionable votes until long after an 
election is over. 

With the presidential race 
and many congressional con¬ 
tests expected to be tight, a few 
thousand fraudulent votes could 
affect the outcome of a race, say 
elections officials, who think 
the number of people who could 
vote in two states is far greater 
than that. 

“Having the ability to vote 
twice in a national election 
could skew a national election 
if it’s close,” said Vicki Davis, 
Martin County, Fla., supervisor 
of elections. 

Conservative politicians and 
the media have focused on ways 
to stop ineligible voters such as il¬ 
legal immigrants and some felons 
from casting ballots but have giv¬ 
en little attention to double voting. 


That is, until last month 
when Wendy Rosen, a Mary¬ 
land Democratic congressional 
candidate, withdrew from the 
race when her party claimed 
she voted in Maryland and Pi¬ 
nellas County, Fla., during the 
2006 general election and 2008 
primaries. Neither Maryland nor 
Florida authorities have pursued 
a criminal investigation. 

Election supervisors say pre¬ 
venting this type of fraud is para¬ 
mount because once an unlawful 
ballot is cast, it can’t be reversed, 
even if the person is convicted of 
the crime. 

“You have no way of figuring 
out which ballot was theirs,” 
said Leslie Swan, Indian River 
County supervisor of elections. 

Election officials interviewed 
for this story all agreed a na¬ 
tional database would be the best 
way to curtail this crime. 

U.S. Department of Justice 
officials declined to comment 
about double voting and wheth¬ 
er federal agencies should create 
a national system to cross-check 
voter registrations in every 
state. 

In the absence of a national 
roll, two separate groups of 


states, with a total of 20 states 
participating, have begun cross¬ 
checking each other’s voter reg¬ 
istrations. 

Since the controversial 2000 
presidential election in which 
ballots were mishandled in 
Florida, most states have de¬ 
veloped policies to keep people 
from voting in two counties. But 
the statewide systems so far have 
done little to deter interstate 
fraud. 

In Florida, for instance, where 
identification rules are stricter 
than in many states, determined 
scammers could skirt the safe¬ 
guards, elections officials say. 

That’s because the ID require¬ 
ments are designed to prove 
you’re who you claim to be — a 
U.S. citizen allowed to vote — 
and not whether you’re regis¬ 
tered in only one state, Swan 
said. 

Elections officials in New 
York, Illinois and Ohio — states 
where many Florida snowbirds 
live part time — describe similar 
shortcomings. 

New York has most of the 
same registration rules as Flor¬ 
ida. Applicants must have valid 
ID and a utility bill verifying the 


current address. New York offi¬ 
cials notify the applicant’s previ¬ 
ous county elections office of the 
new residence, so the person can 
be removed from that county’s 
voters’ rolls. 

However, the lack of a nation¬ 
al database makes it impossible 
to check every state where the 
person could live and be regis¬ 
tered to vote, said John Conklin, 
spokesman for the New York 
elections board. 

“There is definitely an honor 
system,” Conklin said. 

Absentee voting can make the 
double-dipping easier to pull off. 
A person can request a Florida 
ballot be mailed to, say, New 
York, then vote in both states if 
he managed to double register, 
voting experts say. 

Many states view double vot¬ 
ing as a significant problem, and 
an increasing number have be¬ 
gun teaming up to cross-check 
each other’s voter records. 

One consortium has 15 states. 
Another alliance, being built 
by the nonprofit Pew Center on 
the States, includes seven, and 
successfully flagged Maryland 
House candidate Rosen as a 
double voter.

NEW YORK - A frightfully 
nervous Tig Notaro stood 
just offstage at the Los An¬ 
geles club Largo while Ed 
Helms introduced her. 

The audience of300 and 
Notaro’s fellow perform¬ 
ers that August night had 
no idea what she was about 
to do. They had no idea she 
was going to address the 
trauma and pain that had 
been the last few months 
of her life, or relay the bad 
news she had received just 
days earlier. They had no 
idea she was about to per¬ 
form the bravest set they 
had ever seen. 

“Good evening! Hello. 
I have cancer. How are 
you?” 

With those words — 
said cavalierly in the 
normal stand-up greet¬ 
ing manner — Notaro 
launched into a 30-minute 
performance that immedi¬ 
ately became legendary in 
comedy circles and that’s 
now available as an un¬ 
likely live album via a $5 
digital release by come¬ 
dian Louis C.K. In just a 
week, it’s sold more than 
60,000 copies. 

The 41-year-old Notaro, 
a stand-up veteran of 15 
years, was in the midst of a 
string of misfortunes: She 
had been hospitalized and 
debilitated by Clostridium 
difficile, her mother had 
died in a tragic accident, 
she went through a break¬ 
up, and, days earlier, she 
had learned she had breast 
cancer. 

“It’s weird because 


with humor, the equation 
is tragedy plus time equal 
comedy,” Notaro told a 
stunned crowd. “I am just 
at tragedy right now.” 

But Notaro’s perfor¬ 
mance wasn’t a weepy la¬ 
ment. It was matter-of-fact 
storytelling, filled with 
heartbreakingly funny 
observations. It was tak¬ 
ing comedy straight into 
darkness and grief, in the 
rawest catharsis. 

“It felt amazing,” Notaro 
said in a recent interview, 
days after moving from 
Los Angeles to New York. 
“When I was on stage I felt, 
‘Wow, I think something 
really special is happen¬ 
ing.’ ” 

The audience — at turns 
confused, amazed, gasp¬ 
ing, saddened, hysterical 
— cheered her on, some 
through tears. Among 
those there that night was 
Louis C.K., who insisted 
Notaro release the largely 
unrehearsed show as a 
comedy album. He put it 
out on his website, calling it 
“one of the greatest standup 
performances I ever saw.” 

“Here was this small 
woman standing alone 
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against death and simply 
reporting where her mind 
had been and what had 
happened and employ¬ 
ing her gorgeously acute 
stand-up voice to her own 
death,” C.K. wrote on his 
website. “She proved that 
everything is funny. And 
has to be.” 

It took Notaro more 
than a month to convince 
herself to release it (mostly 
because it was so raw and 
off-the-cuff, like an open- 
mic performance), but she 
was eventually swayed 
by thinking it could help 
someone. (Part of the pro¬ 
ceeds will go to charity.) 
She dubbed it the typi¬ 
cal-seeming title “Live,” 
but it’s meant to be pro¬ 
nounced as in “to live.” 

Notaro was performing 
that night partly to work 
out material she had writ¬ 
ten on her ordeal, hav¬ 
ing been urged by “This 
American Life” host Ira 
Glass, who would later fea¬ 
ture her story on the radio 
program. Just 90 minutes 
before going on stage, she 
had thought she would 
begin by sitting down and 
laying everything out for 


the audience. Instead, 
while showering, she de¬ 
cided such an apologetic 
opening was “lame” and 
was seized by maniacal 
laughter at the thought 
of beginning as she did: 
“This is how I’m going 
to deal with having can¬ 
cer,” she told herself. She 
paused, worried that she 
might offend anyone with 
cancer, before realizing: 
“Wait, I have cancer.” 

“I just really needed to 
talk about it,” says Notaro, 
explaining her mindset at 
the time. 

Notaro is now back 
from the brink. She had a 
double mastectomy and 
doctors believe the can¬ 
cer has been removed 
with recurrence unlikely. 
She finds herself a sensa¬ 
tion, and has signed a book 
deal with Ecco Press. Her 
first album, “Good One,” is 
among the best-sellers on 
iTunes. “I’ve never gone 
viral before,” she says. 

Her stand-up, while 
personal, hasn’t typically 
been confessional or dark. 
Among her most famous 
routines is a never-ending 
bit about repeatedly run¬ 


ning into ’80s pop star 
Taylor Dayne. Perform¬ 
ing on “Conan,” she also 
stretched absurdity, 
spending the majority of 
her set pushing a stool 
around the stage. 

But now, Notaro real¬ 
izes a shift has occurred 
in her comedy and that 
she can’t return to her 
old material. “Live” ends 
with her telling one of her 
jokes — one about a bee on 
a highway in Los Angeles 
— but she’s telling it ironi¬ 
cally. After talking about 
cancer and death, the joke 
is funny for being so fool¬ 
ish by comparison. 


“I cannot imagine — 
and maybe it’s just a matter 
of time — doing that kind 
of material right now,” says 
Notaro, who hasn’t yet 
performed since. “I feel a 
little more reflective and 
searching. My comedy is 
beyond me right now. 

“I have no idea what’s 
coming,” she says. “It 
makes me feel like I’m just 
starting in stand-up. I feel 
like I’ve just been born, but 
I feel like I’ve been born 
with every tool I need in 
life. If you had a baby and 
it was born with all the ex¬ 
perience it needed. That’s 
how I feel.”

I think we can get through the 
next fiscal year, but after that ... 
it’s questionable.” 

Herrington said within the last 
several years, the local jail has 
stayed “ahead of the game” with 
its finances by adding beds to 
house state and federal inmates. 

The jail receives $31.34 per day 
per state inmate and around $37 


a day per federal inmate, he said. 

The county pays $27.90 a day to 
house a county inmate. 

As of Tuesday, the jail’s popu¬ 
lation was 582, he said, with the 
breakdown being 285 state in¬ 
mates, 185 federal inmates and 95 
county inmates. 

Herrington said that so far the 
jail has had the “numbers” in the 
form of state and federal inmates 
to keep the facility out of a deficit. 

Also, he said, “We’ve been able 
to run a very disciplined jail.” 


The detention center brings 
in revenue by housing state and 
federal inmates, and cuts costs 
in different areas, one of which 
is maintaining a large vegetable 
garden that Herrington said saved 
about $30,000 in food bills. 

Another area of cost savings, he 
said, came in the form of a medical 
contract instituted several years 
ago with Southern Health Partners. 
He said this contract brought a doc¬ 
tor, a dentist, an on-sight nurse and 
a medical technician to the jail, and 


reduced medical costs by $750,000. 

“The inmates today are 80 per¬ 
cent sicker than they were 10 years 
ago,” he said, due to the drugs 
they’ve been ingesting. 

Meanwhile, he said, the Good 
News Jail Ministry is having a 
positive impact on both the prison 
population and the staff. 

“They’ve made the jail a safer 
jail, a more disciplined jail,” Her¬ 
rington said. “Violence (within) 
the jail has gone down about 40 
percent.”

nacy made a deal impos¬ 
sible. 

Romney gave as good as 
he got. 

“You’ll get your chance 
in a moment. I’m still 
speaking,” the former 
Massachusetts governor 
said at one point while 
Obama was mid-sentence, 
drawing a gasp from the 
audience. He said the pres¬ 
ident’s policies had failed 
to jumpstart the economy 
and had cramped energy 
production. 

The open-stage format 
left the two men free to 
stroll freely across a red- 
carpeted stage, and they 
did. Their clashes crackled 
with energy and tension, 
and the crowd watched 
raptly as the two sparred 
while struggling to appear 
calm and affable before a 
national television audi¬ 
ence. 

While most of the de¬ 
bate was focused on policy 
differences, there was one 
more-personal moment, 
when Obama said Romney 
had investments in China. 

“Mr. President, have you 
looked at your pension?” 
Romney interrupted. 

“You know, I don’t look 
at my pension. It’s not as 
big as yours,” shot back 
Obama to his wealthier 
rival. 

Under the format agreed 
to in advance, members of 
an audience of 82 uncom¬ 
mitted voters posed ques¬ 
tions to the president and 
his challenger. 

Nearly all of them con¬ 
cerned domestic policy 
until one raised the subject 
of the recent death of the 
U.S. ambassador to Libya 
in a terrorist attack at an 
American post in Beng¬ 
hazi. Romney said it took 
Obama a long time to ad¬ 
mit the episode had been a 
terrorist attack, but Obama 


said he had said so the day 
after in an appearance in 
the Rose Garden outside 
the White House. 

When moderator Candy 
Crowley of CNN said the 
president had in fact done 
so, Obama, prompted, “Say 
that a little louder, Candy.” 

Secretary of State Hill¬ 
ary Clinton has taken re¬ 
sponsibility for the death 
of Ambassador L. Chris¬ 
topher Stevens and three 
other Americans, but 
Obama said bluntly, “I’m 
the president, and I’m al¬ 
ways responsible.” 

Romney said it was 
“troubling” that Obama 
continued with a cam¬ 
paign event in Las Vegas 
on the day after the at¬ 
tack in Libya, an event 
the Republican said had 
“symbolic significance 
and perhaps even material 


significance.” 

Obama seemed to bris¬ 
tle. He said it was offensive 
for anyone to allege that he 
or anyone in his adminis¬ 
tration had used the inci¬ 
dent for political purposes. 
“That’s not what I do.” 

One intense exchange 
focused on competing 
claims about whether en¬ 
ergy production is increas¬ 
ing or slowing. Obama 
accused Romney of mis¬ 
representing what has 
happened — a theme he re¬ 
turned to time and again. 
Romney strode across the 
stage to confront Obama 
face to face, just feet from 
the audience. 

Then the president’s 
determination to show a 
more aggressive side be¬ 
came evident. 

Rebutting his rival’s 
claim to a five-point plan 


to create 12 million jobs, 
Obama said, “Gov. Rom¬ 
ney says he’s got a five- 
point plan. Gov. Romney 
doesn’t have a five-point 
plan. He has a one-point 
plan. And that plan is to 
make sure that folks at the 
top play by a different set 
of rules.” 

“That’s been his philos¬ 
ophy in the private sector,” 
Obama said of his rival. 
“That’s been his philoso¬ 
phy as governor. That’s 
been his philosophy as a 
presidential candidate. 
You can make a lot of 
money and pay lower tax 
rates than somebody who 
makes a lot less.” 

“You can ship jobs over¬ 
seas and get tax breaks 
for it. You can invest in a 
country, bankrupt it, lay 
off the workers, strip away 
their pensions and you still 


make money. That’s ex¬ 
actly the philosophy that 
we’ve seen in place for the 
last decade,” the president 
said in a scorching sum¬ 
mation. 

Unable to respond at 
length because of the de¬ 
bate’s rules, Romney said 
the accusations were “way 
off the mark.” 

But moments later, he 
reminded the national 
television audience of the 
nation’s painfully slow 
recovery from the worst 
recession in decades. 

There are “23 million 
people struggling to find a 
job.... The president’s poli¬ 
cies have been exercised 
over the last four years and 
they haven’t put America 
back to work,” he said. “We 
have fewer people working 
today than when he took 
office.” 


McCaskill waits tables, gets targeted by new ad

COLUMBIA, Mo. - Missouri Sen. 
Claire McCaskill donned a wait- 
ressing apron and dished out 
hamburgers and pizza Tuesday 
to illustrate her support for fed¬ 
eral student aid as her Republican 
challenger Todd Akin picked up 
some important advertising help 
from a political group affiliated 
with Kentucky Sen. Rand Paul. 

Paul’s political action com¬ 
mittee said it plans to begin 
running an ad today in Mis¬ 
souri targeting McCaskill for 
opposing his attempt to block 
foreign aid to Egypt, Libya and 
Pakistan. McCaskill said Akin’s 
support for Paul’s efforts show 
that Akin “is on the edge of the 
earth” when it comes to his po¬ 
litical views. 

McCaskill and Akin have long 
cast their pivotal campaign in 
Missouri as one of sharp con¬ 
trasts, even before Akin propelled 
the race into the national spotlight 
with his August remarks about 
women’s bodies having ways of 
avoiding pregnancy in cases of 
“legitimate rape.” The low six- 
figure ad buy from the Rand PAC 
marks an important financial step 
for Akin, who has apologized re¬ 
peatedly for his remark. But it still 
makes up for only a fraction of the 


several million dollars of advertis¬ 
ing that Akin lost from Republican 
organizations and GOP-leaning 
interest groups after his rape re¬ 
mark. 

McCaskill reported raising a 
Missouri quarterly record of $5.8 
million from July through Septem¬ 
ber, as national attention focused 
on Akin’s remark and his refusal 
to heed calls by top national Re¬ 
publicans to drop out of the race. 
She reported about $2.1 million re¬ 
maining in her campaign account 
at the start of October. 

Akin has not publicly released 
his quarterly finance figures yet, 
though they were due to be sent 
Monday to the Senate. It some¬ 
times takes several days before 
the financial reports, which are 
filed on paper, are received and 
released by the Senate. 

Akin was campaigning Tues¬ 
day in southern Missouri with 
the family of Michelle and Jim 
Bob Duggar, an Arkansas couple 
whose household of 19 children 
is the subject of the TLC real¬ 
ity television show “19 Kids and 
Counting.” McCaskill, meanwhile, 
relived her college days as a wait¬ 
ress, taking orders and serving 
food to about a dozen people at 
a restaurant in Columbia, where 
she once attended the University 
of Missouri. A campaign video 
crew followed her around, cap¬ 


turing footage for a potential ad¬ 
vertisement. More than a dozen 
journalists watched and recorded 
the event. Many of the people Mc¬ 
Caskill served were supporters 
who came to the restaurant for an 
early lunch because they knew she 
would be there. 

“There was a point to this,” Mc¬ 
Caskill said. “I got through school 
doing this with the help of student 
loans.” 

McCaskill contrasted her sup¬ 
port for federal student loans and 
the minimum wage with opposi¬ 
tion by Akin, who doesn’t believe 
the federal government should be 
setting wage rates and opposed a 
2010 law that put the government 
— instead of banks — in the role 
of directly issuing student loans. 
Akin campaign adviser Rick Tyler 
said the suburban St. Louis con¬ 
gressman believes the federal 
government’s involvement with 
student loans will eventually drive 
up the cost. McCaskill has said the 
government was able to lower 
costs to students by eliminating 
banks as a go-between. 

The ad by Paul’s political ac¬ 
tion committee shows images of 
people tearing down a U.S. flag 
in Egypt and attacking the U.S. 
embassy in Libya and notes that 
Pakistan imprisoned a man who 
helped U.S. troops track down 
Osama bin Laden. It chastises 


McCaskill for voting to allow the 
countries to receive foreign aid. 
Similar ads are running against 
Democrats in Florida, Ohio and 
West Virginia, said Doug Staf¬ 
ford, a spokesman for the Rand 
PAC. 

Paul has no campaign events 
planned with Akin but decided to 
begin running ads in Missouri be¬ 
cause “that race looks like it might 
be a close race, and he’d like to see 
this issue have an impact,” Staf¬ 
ford said. 

McCaskill, who is member of 
the Senate Armed Services Com¬ 
mittee, said everyone on the com¬ 
mittee opposed Paul’s amendment 
to cut off foreign aid and noted 
that just 10 senators supported it 
last month. She described Paul’s 
failed amendment as “knee-jerk 
political gamesmanship” that 
could have escalated tensions in 
an already dangerous part of the 
world. 

“This shows that Todd Akin is 
going to remain on the fringe if he 
were to become a United States 
senator,” McCaskill said. “Most 
thoughtful Republicans voted 
against the Rand Paul amendment 
because they knew it was going to 
put our country in danger.” 

Akin has said he doesn’t believe 
countries should receive U.S. aid 
until they take steps to prove they 
are good allies. 


Cheerleader falls from fifth-floor window 


■ Louisville woman still 
listed in ‘critical’ condition

STATE COLLEGE, Pa.- A Penn State cheerleader 
who fell five stories from a window at an off- 
campus apartment building opened her eyes 
Tuesday but remains in critical condition, a 
family spokesman said. 

Randy Jepson, the Penn State men’s gym¬ 
nastics coach, said Tuesday that Paige Raque 
showed “some positive signs” after making 
some small movements and opening her eyes. 


“It’s a good sign, but it’s going to be a slow 
process,” Jepson said in a phone interview. 
Raque, 19, of Louisville, was in the intensive 
care unit, he said. 

Raque’s brother, Parker, is the men’s gym¬ 
nastics team captain. “Much more positivity 
with our family after seeing a little progress to¬ 
day,” he wrote Tuesday on his Twitter account. 

Police said Tuesday an investigation was 
continuing, though the fall appears to have 
been accidental. 

Authorities have said the cheerleader fell 
39 feet through a screened window during a 
party Saturday night on the fifth floor of the 
downtown apartment building. 

A university directory listed Raque’s ad¬ 


dress on the same floor. 

She was flown to Altoona Regional Health 
System with head and pelvic injuries. 

Raque and her family were flooded with 
messages of support on social media. Penn 
State football coach Bill O’Brien extended his 
well-wishes when asked about the fall at his 
weekly press conference Tuesday. 

“My heart goes out to Paige and her family, 
and I feel terrible about that,” O’Brien said.

fair to the taxpayers to ask 
them to cover the costs of 
an event that is put on by 
private parties — not un¬ 
less the county is willing to 
do the same for all comers. 

Magistrate Charles Al¬ 
exander, who presided over 
the meeting in the absence 
of Judge-executive Hugh 
McCormick, said he hopes 
the ordinance does not 
mean the end of Ski Day. 
The primary reasoning be¬ 
hind the ordinance, he said, 
was to regulate large events 
at the Sandy Watkins Park 
near Hebbardsville. 

Magistrate George War¬ 
ren pointed out that ordi¬ 
nances from other areas 
was used as the basis for 
the local ordinance, and 
that it isn’t aimed directly 
at Ski Day. “The ordinance 
was not created out of your 
event,” he said, although 
he noted Ski Day was go¬ 
ing on while the ordinance 
was being drafted. 

“Ski Day was kind of sec¬ 
ondary,” said Magistrate 
Butch Puttman. “This or¬ 
dinance wasn’t designed to 
pick on a particular event.”

Shonis has been a Cath¬ 
olic priest for more than 
40 years and is a friend of 
labor, having been raised in 
the coal fields of northeast¬ 
ern Pennsylvania in a fam¬ 
ily of miners. His mother 
was a member of The Inter¬ 
national Ladies Garments 
Workers and his father a 
member of the Bakery and 
Confectionary Workers 
International who both 
retired on union pensions. 

He serves as the chap¬ 
lain for the Rank and File 
Catholic, a newsletter that 
connects the teachings of 
the Catholic Church with 
the struggles of labor. Sho¬ 
nis also is a board member 
of the Kentucky Institute 
of Labor, a think tank on 
labor issues in Kentucky. 

He currently is the 
Bishops’ spokeperson for 
Building with Dignity, 
a program presented to 
each church before they 
begin a capital campaign 
for church construction. 

Shonis is a founding 
member of Catholic Busi¬

Bochy rejects talk of retaliation

ST. LOUIS - Giants man¬ 
ager Bruce Bochy expects 
Marco Scutaro to be in 
his lineup card for Game 
3 of the NL championship 
series, two days after St. 
Louis slugger Matt Hol¬ 
liday plowed into the San 
Francisco second base- 
man. 

“I think so. It feels much 
better,” Scutaro said Tues¬ 
day night after participat¬ 
ing in a workout at Busch 
Stadium. “I thought it was 
going to be worse. Nor¬ 
mally, the next day is when 
you feel it the most.” 

Neither seemed too in¬ 
terested in any talk of re¬ 
taliation. 

“What’s on our mind is 
to go out and play our best 
ball,” Bochy said Tuesday 
night, a day before the 


best-of-seven series re¬ 
sumes at Busch Stadium 
with the Giants and St. 
Louis Cardinals tied at one 
game apiece. “That’s over. 
You have to move on.” 

Scutaro said a shutout 
from Matt Cain would be 
perfect and knew nothing 
about get-even plans. If Matt 
Holliday approached him 
before the game, he joked 
that the Cardinals slugger 
would be in for a fight. 

The recollection of the 
play was vivid. 

“All of a sudden, I just 
saw this train coming,” he 
said. “I didn’t have time to 
do pretty much anything. 
I don’t even know how I 
threw the ball to first, but 
I think I did, huh?” 

He added that if Holli¬ 
day had slid any farther, 
“probably you’re going to 
make it to shortstop.” 

Results of an MRI exam 


showed Scutaro has a 
strained left hip after Hol¬ 
liday’s late slide while bust¬ 
ing up a double play. Bochy 
said Scutaro also had a sore 
left knee, and the manager 
had planned on holding 
him out of practice after the 
team flight arrived from the 
West Coast. 

“We’re being hopeful he 
can go,” Bochy said. “I will 
say he’s more optimistic 
about where he’s at right 
now than when it first hap¬ 
pened.” 

Cain, who will face fel¬ 
low 16-game winner Kyle 
Lohse, said little about any 
possible animosity. Cain 
added that he wouldn’t 
be afraid to throw inside 
against Holliday. 

“You’ve got to go out 
there and pitch your 
game,” Cain said. “If some¬ 
thing gets away from me 
inside, that’s kind of part 


of the game. You can’t have 
a fear of doing that.” 

The 36-year-old Scutaro 
was an unexpected find for 
the Giants, batting .362 with 
40 runs and 44 RBIs in 61 
games after being acquired 
in late July from the Rockies 
for a minor league infielder. 
He’s batting .250 with three 
RBIs in the playoffs, but has 
stepped it up in the NLCS, 
going 4 for 8 with two RBIs. 

“He’s driven in a lot of 
two-out runs and gotten 
rallies going for us as well,” 
Cain said. “He’s been really, 
really big for us.” 

Bochy reiterated his 
opinion that Holliday had 
made an “illegal slide,” but 
said he hadn’t talked with 
St. Louis manager Mike 
Matheny or anyone else 
on the Cardinals. 

“I don’t think there was 
intent, to be honest, hurting 
somebody,” Bochy said.

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Magical Manning hits his stride

ENGLEWOOD, Colo. - Turns 
out reports of Peyton Man¬ 
ning’s demise were ridicu¬ 
lously premature. 

Denver’s quarterback 
has been outstanding 
by every measure since 
throwing three intercep¬ 
tions in the first quarter 
at Atlanta a month ago. 
His trio of wobblers that 
night left critics question¬ 
ing his stability, strength 
and stamina after spend¬ 
ing all of last season on the 
sideline. 

His latest Monday night 
performance went much 
better as he engineered 
the biggest comeback of 
his career in the Broncos’ 
35-24 win at San Diego 
and tied Dan Marino for 
first place with his 47th 
game-winning drive in 
the fourth quarter or over¬ 
time. 

“These comeback vic¬ 
tories are great,” Manning 
said, “but all it means is 
that you screwed up in the 
first half.” 

For once, they were able 
to overcome their first-half 
foibles as Manning vault¬ 
ed the Broncos (3-3) into 
a first-place tie with the 
Chargers atop the AFC 
West after a treacherous 
early-season schedule that 
lightens up considerably 
after their bye this week. 

Even with four neck 
operations to match his 
four MVP trophies, the 
quarterback is on pace at 
age 36 to throw for more 
yards than he ever did in 
Indianapolis. If he keeps 
this up, he’ll also post the 
second-best marks of his 
career in attempts, com¬ 
pletions, completion per¬ 
centage, touchdowns and 
QB rating along with his 
second-fewest intercep¬ 
tions in a season. 

At this rate, he would 
also set franchise records 
for yards passing, comple¬ 
tions, completion percent¬ 
age and TD passes.

He’s also the first quar¬ 
terback in NFL history to 
throw for 300 yards and 
three TDs while complet¬ 
ing at least 70 percent of 
his passes in three straight 
games.

“Everyone talked about 
him a couple weeks ago, 
but he’s been the least of 
my worries,” coach John Fox 
said. “I think he’s just going 
to get better and better.” 

Consider this: Since 
matching the worst quar¬ 
ter, interception-wise, of 
his career against the Fal¬ 
cons in Week 2, Manning 
has thrown for 1,519 yards 
with 11 touchdowns and 
just one interception in 195 
passes — and that pickoff 
wasn’t even his fault. Mat¬ 
thew Willis didn’t recognize 
the overload on his side and 
failed to adjust his route ac¬ 
cordingly Monday night, al¬ 
lowing Quentin Jammer to 
step up for an easy pick-six. 

So, how much better can 
Manning possibly get? 

“I think maybe the word 
is not so much 'better,’ 
but 'more comfortable,’” 
Fox said Tuesday. “Ev¬ 
erybody’s adjusting, and 
they’re doing a good job, 
and they’re working hard 
to get there in a hurry. ... 
There’s always something 
you can improve on. You 
never think you’ve ar¬ 
rived, so we still have a lot 
of work to do.” 

Like figuring out how to 
quit digging themselves 
into such big holes. 

The Broncos have found 
themselves trailing by 20 
points to the Falcons and 
Texans, and by 24 to the 
Patriots and Chargers.

That tied 
their biggest comeback in 
franchise history and left 
the AFC with just two win¬ 
ning teams — Baltimore 
and Houston — and both 
of them have their share of 
issues and injuries. 

The Broncos’ losses 
have come to teams with 
a combined 14-4 record, 
but the remainder of their

“Certainly Churchill is 
a big player and they have 
a big voice in the state. It’s 
probably a little like David 
and Goliath when we’re 
talking about competing 
for those dates,” said Steve 
Stevens, president and CEO 
of the Northern Kentucky 
Chamber of Commerce. 

That’s not deterring the 
northern Kentucky lead¬ 
ers, who The Kentucky 
Enquirer first reported 
were making calls and 
writing letters in support 
of Turfway. 

The Florence track 
also has a holiday meet in 
December and a winter¬ 
spring meet from January 
through March. Those 
meets enable Kentucky to 
offer racing year round. 
But September racing is 
seen as a crucial revenue 


schedule has a composite 
18-32 record and features 
just one winning team — 
the Ravens, who lost an¬ 
chor Ray Lewis to a torn 
triceps Sunday.

Baseball’s 
playoffs full 
of swings in 
momentum

SAN FRANCISCO - Just ask 
the Oakland Athletics 
and Washington Nation¬ 
als how much momentum 
means in the postseason. 

Poised to ride the wave 
from Game 4 walkoff wins 
in the division series, the 
A’s and Nationals were 
promptly thrown under 
water — Oakland by a 
brilliant start by Justin 
Verlander, Washington by 
a bullpen meltdown. 

It happens every Octo¬ 
ber, or at least seems to. 
Just when one team ap¬ 
pears to have seized mo¬ 
mentum with a dramatic 
comeback or frantic finish 
that leaves the other side 
devastated, the roles get 
reversed. 

“For me, I don’t really 
believe in that kind of 
stuff,” St. Louis infielder 
David Freese said. “We’re 
all professionals here and 
you wake up the next day 
no matter what happened 
previously and you grind 
it out.... As far as momen¬ 
tum, I think both teams 
just battle and you just play 
it out. And then if it doesn’t 
work out one night you get 
a good night’s sleep and 
you show up the next day 
ready to go.” 

If there’s anyone who 
would be a believer, it 
could be Freese. He helped 
the Cardinals deny Texas 
a World Series title a year 
ago that seemed firmly in 
the Rangers’ grasp. 

With the Cardinals 
down to their final strike 
in Game 6, Freese hit a 
two-run triple with two 
outs in the bottom of the 
ninth against Neftali Fe- 
liz to tie the game. Josh 
Hamilton replied with a 
two-run homer in the 10th 
only to have St. Louis tie it 
in the bottom half. Freese 
then forced Game 7 when 
he led off the 11th with a 
homer against Mark Lowe. 

The Cardinals then 
won it all the next night 
in Game 7, overcoming 
an early two-run deficit to 
win 6-2. 

There are plenty of other 
examples 1— from the New 
York Mets’ improbable 
Game 6 rally that led to a 
World Series title in 1986 
to Kirby Puckett’s walkoff 
homer in Game 6 in the 1991 
World Series that was fol¬ 
lowed by Jack Morris’ 10-in¬ 
ning shutout that game the 
Minnesota Twins the title 
over Atlanta. 

That was perhaps the 
best example of former 
Baltimore manager Earl 
Weaver’s mantra that “mo¬ 
mentum is the next day’s 
starter.” That proved true 
again this year when Ver¬ 
lander beat Oakland 6-0 
in Game 5 a night after the 
Tigers blew a 3-1 lead in 
the ninth inning. 

“I don’t want to sound ca¬ 
sual about this kind of stuff, 
because don’t get me wrong, 
the game broke our heart,” 
Tigers manager Jim Leyland 
said before the Game 5 win. 
“But at the same time you 
learn over the years that, 
like I always use the expres¬ 
sion, you can’t chew yester¬ 
day’s breakfast.”

Auburn takes tumble from title team

AUBURN, Ala. - Two years 
ago, Cam Newton and the 
Auburn Tigers were un¬ 
stoppable. 

Newton and fellow star 
Nick Fairley have long 
since headed to the NFL af¬ 
ter spearheading the 2010 
national title run — and the 
Tigers’ fall has been as dra¬ 
matic as that sudden rise. 

Now, after one of the 
program’s worst starts in 
six decades, even a bowl 
game seems out of reach 
and Gene Chizik’s job se¬ 
curity has become a hot 
topic around the state. 

Even former Auburn 
coach Pat Dye, who has 
been a big Chizik sup¬ 
porter, said on a syndicated 


radio show that he doesn’t 
think the Tigers will win a 
Southeastern Conference 
game. Dye said the offen¬ 
sive problems, starting at 
quarterback, are unsolvable. 

The Tigers play at favored 
Vanderbilt on Saturday. 

Chizik said he wasn’t 
aware of those comments 
and insists he’s tuning out 
the criticism and urging 
his players to do the same, 
just like he wanted them 
to ignore the praise dur¬ 
ing that title run. 

“My day when I walk 
through the door consists 
of my coaches and my play¬ 
ers and the direction that 
we’re headed,” Chizik said 
Monday. “What makes col¬ 
lege football great is that, 
you know what, there’s go¬ 
ing to be people on the radio, 


there’s going to be people on 
the TV, there’s going to be 
people outside now that can 
say and do whatever they 
want and it can be public 
as it can be. And hey that’s 
great. That’s great. 

“But if I concerned my¬ 
self with all of that, then 
that would suck the energy 
and the life out of me trying 
to do a job that I know I’ve 
got to stay concentrating on 
one thing, trying to keep my 
coaches and my players on 
the path of improvement.” 

The Tigers (1-5, 0-4 SEC) 
are off to their worst start 
since 1998 when coach Terry 
Bowden leapt off a sinking 
ship in midseason after start¬ 
ing with the same record. 
They haven’t opened 1-6 since 
Ralph “Shug” Jordan’s second 
team won only twice in 1952. 


No team has fallen so far 
so fast from a national title 
since the BCS era began in 
1998. The most comparable 
— and they’re really not un¬ 
less Auburn manages a huge 
turnaround — were both 
from SEC teams: Tennes¬ 
see followed up the 1998 title 
with 9-3 and 8-4 seasons; LSU 
endured 8-5 and 9-4 seasons 
before returning to form after 
the 2007 championship. 

Both remained respect¬ 
able, though. 

It doesn’t appear there’s 
a quick fix at Auburn, espe¬ 
cially on offense. 

A quarterback change 
from Kiehl Frazier to 
Clint Moseley didn’t re¬ 
ally jumpstart the Tigers, 
who rank 116th nationally 
in total offense and only 
one spot better in scoring.

Buckeyes’ Miller chasing Heisman

For Braxton Miller and No. 7 
Ohio State, the Heisman could 
be their championship trophy. 

The Buckeyes’ quarterback 
has grown up fast in Urban Mey¬ 
er’s spread offense. A sophomore 
in his second season as a starter, 
Miller is averaging 311 yards to¬ 
tal offense per game (16th best 
in the nation), including 130 a 
game on the ground (seventh in 
the nation). 

He has accounted for 20 
touchdowns, and carried the 
Buckeyes and their shoddy de¬ 
fense to a 7-0 record. They might 
be the best team in unimpressive 
Big Ten, but because Ohio State 
did not self-impose a bowl ban 
last year — before the NCAA 
handed down punishments for 
the memorabilia-for-tattoos 
scandal — the Buckeyes’ 2012 
season will end with the Michi¬ 
gan game on Nov. 24. 

While conference and na¬ 
tional championships are off the 
table, the Heisman is very much 
in play. 

“I would have no problem put¬ 
ting Braxton Miller on my Heis¬ 
man ballot,” said Mark Snyder 
from the Detroit Free Press. “He 
still plays the games, still has to 
perform at the level worthy of 
the award and he had nothing to 
do with the reason the Buckeyes 
are sanctioned.” 

Seth Emerson of the Macon 
Telegraph and Columbus Led¬ 
ger-Enquirer said: “He’s blame¬ 
less, so I won’t blame him.” 

There is also precedent for a 
player on a bowl-banned team 
winning the Heisman. Houston 
quarterback Andre Ware did it 
in 1989, when he threw for 4,699 
yards, 44 touchdowns while di¬ 
recting the Cougars and their run- 
and-shoot offense to a 9-2 season 
in the Southwest Conference. 

Chris Huston, a Heisman his¬ 
torian who runs www.Heisman- 
pundit.com and does a weekly 
straw poll of 11 voters, said the 
sanctions might even work to 
Miller’s advantage with voters. 


“They might credit him for 
keeping the program afloat in 
tough times,” Huston said. 

Miller is a close third behind 
West Virginia’s Geno Smith and 
Kansas State’s Collin Klein in the 
straw poll released Tuesday. 

The biggest problem the post¬ 
season ban poses for Miller is it 
keeps him and the Buckeyes out 
of the Big Ten title game on the 
final Saturday before Heisman 
ballots are due. 

In recent years, the final 
weekend of games has become 
a time for closing arguments in 
the Heisman race. The last four 
Heisman winners all played, and 
played well, during what has be¬ 
come known as championship 
weekend. 

Miller won’t play at all, which 
could provide an opportunity for 
another contender to make a de¬ 
cisive final impression. 

Maybe the most fascinating 
part of Miller’s Heisman candi¬ 
dacy, though, is the way it will be 
treated by Ohio State. 

Meyer has tried to subtly to 
downplay Miller’s Heisman- 
worthiness, while still talking 
up his guy. 

“I think he’s one of those 
freaks of nature that has a lot of 
ability and great things can hap¬ 
pen to him,” Meyer said back in 
September. “But there won’t be 
billboards posted anywhere or 
anything like that.” 

Last week, the message 
changed a bit. 

“I don’t think Braxton’s a Heis¬ 
man candidate right now,” Mey¬ 
er said. “I think he’s certainly to 
watch. He’s got the ability. But 
then again, I don’t know who is. 
We’re only halfway through the 
season. In about two or three 
games I think you can start talk¬ 
ing about that. I’m not talking to 
Braxton about it. We’re trying to 
win some games, so... 

“I think at the right time, he 
will be a candidate if he contin¬ 
ues to play very well.” 

Coaches with championships 
to play for don’t delve that deeply 
into Heisman questions in Oc¬ 
tober. 


But Meyer understands that if 
Miller can make a serious run at 
the big bronze statue, and get an 
invite to New York city for the 
awards ceremony on Dec. 8, it 
keeps the Buckeyes in the head¬ 
lines even though they won’t be 
preparing for a bowl game. 

And what’s better to add to 
a trophy case, anyway, a Heis¬ 
man Trophy or whatever they 
give you for winning an Outback 
Bowl? 

CHAMPIONS BOWL 

SEC and Big 12 officials are 
expected to decide by the end of 
October where their new mar¬ 
quee bowl game will be played. 

The choice has come down to 
the Sugar Bowl in New Orleans 
or the Cotton Bowl, now played 
at Dallas Cowboys Stadium in 
Arlington, Texas. 

The SEC has had a long and 
prosperous relationship with the 
Sugar Bowl and the city of New 
Orleans. Atlanta is the confer¬ 
ence’s eastern hub and the site 
of its championship game. New 


Orleans is its western home base, 
and the place it goes to party af¬ 
ter the season. 

The Big 12 has been sending 
teams to the Cotton Bowl for a 
long time, but the city of Dallas 
has not always been embraced 
by all the conference’s members. 
Most of the northern members 
of the Big 12 voted against mov¬ 
ing the league offices to the Dal¬ 
las area out of Kansas City, Mo., 
after the Big Eight became the 
Big 12 in 1996. Of course, two of 
those members — Missouri and 
Nebraska — are now gone. 

If the choice simply came 
down to venue, Jerry Jones’ bil¬ 
lion dollar stadium would win 
in a landslide over the perfectly 
functional — but not nearly as 
audacious — Superdome. 

Cowboys Stadium holds close 
to 90,000. The Superdome can 
hold about 76,000. More tickets 
equals more revenue. 

But fans love going to New Or¬ 
leans. No city does big sporting 
events better. 

Ultimately, there will be no 


loser. Whichever group doesn’t 
land the Champions Bowl will 
still end up in the semifinal rota¬ 
tion for the new playoff system 
starting in 2014. 

HEISMAN WATCH 

They call him Johnny Foot¬ 
ball, and in the next few weeks 
we’ll find out if Texas A&M red- 
shirt freshman Johnny Manziel 
can also be called a serious Heis¬ 
man contender. 

A dual-threat quarterback 
running coach Kevin Sumlin’s 
spread, Manziel is second in the 
nation in total offense (392 ypg) 
for the 20th-ranked Aggies. 

On Saturday, No. 6 LSU comes 
to College Station. After that, the 
Aggies play three road games in 
three weeks against Auburn, 
No. 15 Mississippi State and No. 
1 Alabama. 

QUICK HITS 

■ Arizona State coach Todd 
Graham received plenty of criti¬ 
cism for leaving Pittsburgh af¬ 
ter just one season. It’s time to 
give Graham some praise for 
leading a team with only eight 
returning starters to a 5-1 start. 
There is much heavy lifting to 
come, though. ASU’s schedule is 
backloaded, starting Thursday 
night when No. 2 Oregon comes 
to Tempe. 

■ For all of Wisconsin’s issues, 
you can just about guarantee the 
Badgers are heading toward their 
second consecutive Big Ten title 
game, with a chance to go to a 
third straight Rose Bowl. With 
Ohio State and Penn State ineligi¬ 
ble for the Legends Division title, 
and Purdue, Indiana and Illinois a 
combined 0-8 in the league, Mon- 
tee Ball and the Badgers (5-2,2-1) 
should be able to get to Indianapo¬ 
lis with two more league victories. 
They play Minnesota this week 
and are at Indiana on Nov. 10. That 
should do it.

Murray said he 
is focused on getting the 
offense moving again as 
the Bulldogs try to protect 
their hopes of catching 
Florida and South Carolina 
in the SEC East. 

“It’s great to have a bye 
week to get the body feel¬ 
ing better,” Murray said. 
“But part of me wishes we 
had a game this past week 
just to get the bad taste out 
of our mouth and get back 
on the playing field and be 
able to compete again and 
not having to think about it 
two straight weeks.” 


Coach Mark Richt said 
Murray needed the open 
week to spend time with 
his family following his 
father’s surgery. 

“Sometimes you just 
have to take off and forget 
about football, and that 
was one of those times,” 
Richt said. 

Murray said the of¬ 
fense needs to start strong 
against Kentucky (1-6,0-4 
SEC). 

“I think score early, just 
to give us some confidence 
and get some momentum, 
especially the way we 
played against South Caro¬ 
lina, not being able to put 
points on the board,” he 
said. “The feel of putting 
that behind us, get some 
momentum, try to get their 
crowd out of the game, I 
think that would be huge 
for us offensively.”

Citigroup CEO Pandit abruptly leaves post

Vikram Pandit abruptly 
stepped down as CEO of Citi¬ 
group on Tuesday, shocking 
Wall Street, after steering the 
bank through the 2008 financial 
crisis and the choppy years that 
followed. 

Pandit’s replacement, effective 
immediately, is Michael Corbat, 
who had been CEO of Citigroup’s 
Europe, Middle East and Africa 
division, the bank said. Corbat 
has worked at Citi and its prede¬ 
cessors since he graduated from 
Harvard in 1983, it said. 

Pandit will also relinquish 
his seat on Citi’s board of direc¬ 
tors. A second top executive 


also resigned as part of 
the shake-up: President 
and Chief Operating Offi¬ 
cer John Havens, who also 
served as CEO of Citi’s In¬ 
stitutional Client Group. 

The move followed a 
clash with the company’s 
board over strategy and 
performance at business¬ 
es, including its institu¬ 
tional clients group, The 
Wall Street Journal reported. 

Shareholders also have ob¬ 
jected to Pandit’s massive pay 
packages. He received $15 mil¬ 
lion in 2011. 

The news came as a surprise, 
and Citigroup offered no expla¬ 
nation. There was no hint of the 


departure Monday, when 
the bank announced 
strong third-quarter 
earnings. 

In an analyst call that 
lasted an hour and 40 
minutes, and a shorter 
call with reporters, no 
one asked bank execu¬ 
tives how long Pandit 
planned to stay, or 
whether there was a suc¬ 
cession plan in place. 

The strong quarter sent Citi¬ 
group’s stock price to its highest 
level since early April. 

Pandit’s departure from the 
board is a clear indication that 
“this was a complete and unex¬ 
pected break” between Pandit 


and Citi directors, said Chris 
Whalen, a bank analyst and se¬ 
nior managing director of Tan¬ 
gent Capital Partners in New 
York. 

“This shows how dysfunc¬ 
tional this organization is, to 
have this event unfold this way,” 
Whalen said. “They should have 
told us yesterday, unless they 
didn’t know.” 

Still, Whalen said he does not 
expect the changes to mark a 
shift in strategic direction for 
the bank. 

“They needed new leadership 
to put a face on it,” he said. 

Pandit is credited with slim¬ 
ming the bank by selling busi¬ 
nesses, removing it from govern¬ 


ment ownership after a bailout 
in 2008 and righting its balance 
sheet after billions in losses on 
bad mortgage investments made 
before he took the helm. 

Today, Citi is the country’s 
third-largest bank, with $1.9 tril¬ 
lion in assets, according to the 
Federal Reserve. It trails only 
JPMorgan Chase, with $2.3 tril¬ 
lion, and Bank of America, with 
$2.1 trillion. 

Pandit’s massive pay packag¬ 
es have raised the ire of inves¬ 
tors. And some in government 
believed the bank was too slow 
to address its problems as they 
emerged in the months before 
the crisis caught fire in Septem¬ 
ber 2008.

Inflation is low, earnings are high, 
investors are happy. 

Stocks shot higher Tuesday, giv¬ 
ing the market its biggest gain in a 
month. Results at Mattel, Goldman 
Sachs, and Johnson & Johnson were 
all above expectations. 

It was the second day of broad gains 
following a down week last week. In¬ 
vestors had been worried headed into 
the third-quarter earnings season that 
corporate profits wouldn’t be good 
enough to justify the run-up in stocks in 
recent months. While earnings haven’t 
been out-of-the-park great, they haven’t 
been as bad as some had feared. 

Also Tuesday, the Labor Department 
said consumer prices rose just 0.1 per¬ 
cent last month, not counting food and 
energy costs. And gasoline prices have 
come down since then. Low inflation 
leaves consumers with more money to 


spend, and leaves the Federal Reserve 
free to continue its efforts to boost the 
economy. 

In addition, an index of homebuilder 
sentiment came in at its highest level 
since 2006, suggesting that the con¬ 
struction industry is making a come¬ 
back. 

The Dow Jones industrial average 
rose 127.55 points to close at 13,551.78, 
its biggest gain since Sept. 13. 

The Standard & Poor’s 500 index 
rose 14.79 points to 1,454.92, and the 
Nasdaq composite rose 36.99 to 3,101.17. 

The gains were broad, with nine 
out of 10 industry groups in the S&P 
500 index rising. Telecom stocks had a 
tiny decline. Materials stocks rose 2.4 
percent. Mattel jumped 5 percent after 
reporting that brisk sales of American 
Girl dolls and Fisher-Price toys sent the 
company’s profit well above analysts’ 
forecasts. The stock gained $1.78 to 
$37.20. 


Johnson & Johnson rose 95 cents to 
$69.55 after revenues came in ahead of 
Wall Street’s forecasts. 

Among companies reporting after 
the closing bell, IBM fell in after-hours 
trading after its revenues came up short 
of Wall Street’s forecasts. Intel fell after 
its earnings and revenue came in below 
forecasts. 

Other stocks making big moves in¬ 
cluded: 

Apple rose $15.03, or 2.4 percent, 
to $649.79 after the company sent out 
invitations for an event next Tuesday 
where it is expected to announce a 
smaller iPad. 

A123 Systems Inc., a maker of 
electric batteries for vehicles, put 
its U.S. operations into Chapter 11 
bankruptcy protection and said its 
automotive assets will be acquired 
by Johnson Controls for $125 mil¬ 
lion. A123’s stock plunged 18 cents 
to 6 cents.

LG&E speeds plan 
to shut down plant 

LOUISVILLE - Louisville 
Gas and Electric Co. plans 
to shut down its Cane Run 
power plant in May 2015, 
eight months earlier than 
expected. 

LG&E will replace it 
with a natural-gas-fired 
plant that will be built on 
the Cane Run property in 
Jefferson County. 

According to The Cou¬ 
rier-Journal company of¬ 
ficials said they were able 
to accelerate the schedule 
because permits came 
through faster than ex¬ 
pected. 

The original plan was 
to close the existing plant 
and open the new one by 
2016 to meet a clean-air 
deadline from the U.S. 
Environmental Protection 
Agency. 

LG&E spokesman Brian 
Phillips said Monday that 
the announcement’s tim¬ 
ing isn’t related to any 
regulatory pressure. 

Natural gas burns with 
less pollution than coal 
and doesn’t produce com¬ 
bustion waste such as fly 
ash, making the new plant 
cleaner. 

FCC: Cable can 
scramble all signals 

NEW YORK - Federal regu¬ 
lators are letting cable 
companies scramble all 
their TV signals, closing 
a loophole that lets many 
households watch basic 
cable channels for free. 

The Federal Commu¬ 
nications Commission 
voted Friday to lift a ban 
on encryption of basic 
cable signals, saying it 
will reduce the number of 
visits by cable technicians 
to disconnect service and 
reduce cable theft. 

Neither the FCC nor the 
National Cable & Tele¬ 
communications Asso¬ 
ciation knows how many 
households are taking 
advantage of the unen¬ 
crypted signals. NCTA 
spokesman Brian Dietz 
says most of the theft is 
by cable modem custom¬ 
ers who also connect their 
line to a TV set. 

Comcast Corp. and 
Time Warner Cable Inc., 
the two largest cable com¬ 
panies, could not say when 


they will start encrypting 
their basic signals. 

Gasoline pushes 
consumer prices 

WASHINGTON- Higher gas 
costs drove up U.S. con¬ 
sumer prices in Septem¬ 
ber for the second straight 
month. Outside energy, 
there was little sign of in¬ 
flation. 

The Labor Department 
said Tuesday that the con¬ 
sumer price index rose a 
seasonally adjusted 0.6 per¬ 
cent last month, matching 
the August increase. In the 
past 12 months, prices have 
increased 2 percent. That’s 
in line with the Federal Re¬ 
serve’s inflation target. 

Excluding volatile food 
and energy costs, prices 
rose just 0.1 percent. In 
the past year, so-called 
core prices have increased 
2 percent. 

“Pump prices are fuel¬ 
ing headline inflation, but 
underlying ... trends re¬ 
main benign,” Robert Ka- 
vcic, an economist at BMO 
Capital Markets, said in a 
note to clients. 

Builder confidence 
at six-year high 

LOS ANGELES - Confidence 
among U.S. homebuilders 
remains at its highest lev¬ 
el in six years, reflecting 
improved optimism over 
the strengthening hous¬ 
ing market this year and 
a pickup in visits by pro¬ 
spective buyers to build¬ 
ers’ communities. 

The National Associa¬ 
tion of Home Builders/ 
Wells Fargo builder senti¬ 
ment index released Tues¬ 
day rose to 41 this month, 
up from 40 in September. 
That’s the highest reading 
since June 2006, just before 
the housing bubble burst. 

Any reading below 50 
indicates negative senti¬ 
ment about the housing 
market. The index hasn’t 
been above 50 since April 
2006, the peak of the hous¬ 
ing boom. 

The survey is based on 
responses from 400 build¬ 
ers. It has been trending 
higher since last October, 
when the reading stood at 
17. The index sank to 8, its 
lowest point dating back to 
1985, in January 2008.

The price of cocoa surged 3 percent as 
positive signs for the U.S. economy raised 
hopes that consumers may splurge on 
more chocolate. 

Cocoa for December delivery rose $64 
to finish Tuesday at $2,418 per metric ton. 

The price has fallen about 10 percent 
since hitting a2012 high of $2,691 per met¬ 
ric ton on Sept. 6. That’s because supplies 
have been plentiful and demand has been 
poor. 

Investors have been growing more 
optimistic because of recent positive eco¬ 
nomic data in the U.S. and a rising stock 
market. “Looking ahead, we’re looking 
for demand to steadily increase,” Vision 
Financial Group analyst Boyd Cruel said. 

The Labor Department said consumer 
prices rose 0.6 percent last month in large 
part because of higher gasoline prices. 
Overall, prices have increased 2 percent 
in a 12-month period that ended in Sep¬ 
tember. 

In addition, the National Association of 
Home Builders said its survey of builder 
confidence rose in October to the highest 
level since June 2006. But factory produc¬ 


tion increased just 0.2 percent last month, 
according to the Federal Reserve. 

Now, investors will watch closely to 
see how holiday retail chocolate sales 
shape up. Much will depend on stronger 
economic growth in the U.S. and Europe 
because chocolate is a luxury, not a must- 
have item like gasoline or basic food 
products, said Spencer Patton, founder 
and chief investment officer of Steel Vine 
Investments LLC. 

In other trading, commodities were 
mixed as investors sorted through a batch 
of mostly positive U.S. economic data. 

Metals prices were mostly higher. In 
December contracts, gold rose $8.70 to 
finish at $1,746.30 per ounce, silver in¬ 
creased 21.6 cents to $32,959 per ounce 
and December palladium gained $6.35 to 
$638.95 per ounce. 

December copper essentially was un¬ 
changed, ending down 0.15 cent at $3.70 
per pound. January platinum rose $12.90 
to $1,645.20 per ounce. 

Benchmark oil rose 24 cents to finish 
at $92.09 per barrel, heating oil fell 1.06 
cents to $3.1985 per gallon, wholesale 
gasoline decreased 0.5 cent to $2.8453 
per gallon and natural gas dropped 4.9 
cents to $3,437 per 1,000 cubic feet. 

In agricultural crop contracts, Decem¬ 
ber wheat fell 0.5 cent to end at $8.4775 
per bushel, December corn rose 1 cent 
to $7.3825 per bushel and November 
soybeans gained 1.25 cents to $14.9375 
per bushel.

Dear Amy: My husband 
has been diagnosed with 
stage 4 cancer. His prog¬ 
nosis is not good.

These inquiries usually 



come from “fringe friends” 
(versus my closest friends). 

Some questions have 
been downright rude (ask¬ 
ing about our financial sit¬ 
uation or for more details 
of my husband’s symptoms 
and treatment). 

Others, I’m sure, come 
from a place of caring. 
However, when people ask, 


“How are your kids dealing 
with this?” and “How are 
you doing?” I really don’t 
know what to say. I’m a 
pretty open person, and 
we have an online site to 
keep people informed of 
my husband’s health. 

But there are aspects 
of this journey that are 
personal. My children’s 
suffering is not for public 
consumption. 

Also, I will not compro¬ 
mise my husband’s dig¬ 
nity by sharing too much 
of what he deals with. I 
don’t know how to answer 
these questions without 
being rude. Of course I’m 
not “fine,” but I certainly 


don’t want to get into how 
difficult this battle is dur¬ 
ing one of my children’s 
events. 

What’s the best way to 
handle these questions?

Dear Upset: My sympa¬ 
thy is with you and your 
family. I realize this is re¬ 
ally tough, and these que¬ 
ries seem intrusive, but it 
is unreasonable to blame 
people for asking how your 
children are. 

You are at a very ten¬ 
der part of your family’s 
journey and may not real¬ 
ize how easily you could 
respond to these social 
queries. 


All you need to say is, 
“The kids are OK; you’re 
sweet to ask. How are 
yours doing?” 

Your family’s private 
and painful situation is 
not the business of peo¬ 
ple on the outer circles of 
your acquaintance.

against two of the strains 
that are responsible for a 
large proportion of geni¬ 
tal warts.

Truckers drive to better health at gym

DALLAS - In the months 
after Doug Robinson 
started driving a truck, he 
noticed his clothes were 
increasingly more snug- 
fitting. He was already 
overweight but soon real¬ 
ized that spending up to 11 
hours behind the wheel, 
frequently eating fast food 
and not exercising was a 
poor combination. 

When his employer, 
U.S. Xpress, took part in 
a weight-loss challenge 
sponsored by the Truck- 
load Carriers Association, 
the 321-pound, 6-foot-l- 
inch Robinson signed up. 

So far, he’s about 40 
pounds into his goal of 
dropping 100. His truck’s 
refrigerator is stocked 
with chicken, tuna and 
vegetables. And after his 
day’s drive, he walks — 
either on trails near rest 
stops or just circling his 
truck. 

“I have asthma, so with 
the extra weight on there, 
it isn’t good for me,” said 
Robinson, a 30-year-old 
from Philadelphia. “When 
I started losing weight, 
instantly I was breathing 


better. I was sleeping bet¬ 
ter at night.” 

From trucking compa¬ 
nies embracing wellness 
and weight-loss programs 
to gyms being installed at 
truck stops, momentum 
has picked up in recent 
years to help those who 
make their living driving 
big rigs get into shape. 

“I think a lot of truck¬ 
ing companies are com¬ 
ing around to the idea 
that their drivers are their 
assets,” said Boyd Ste¬ 
phenson of the American 
Trucking Associations, the 
industry’s largest nation¬ 
al trade association. He 
added that healthier em¬ 
ployees help a company’s 
bottom line. 

There’s an additional in¬ 
centive for truckers to stay 
in shape — their job might 
depend on their health. 

Every two years, they 
must pass a physical exam 
required by U.S. Depart¬ 
ment of Transportation’s 
Federal Motor Carrier 
Safety Administration. 
They’re checked for con¬ 
ditions that might cause 
them to become inca¬ 
pacitated — suddenly or 
gradually — while driv¬ 
ing, including severe heart 


conditions, high blood 
pressure and respiratory 
disorders. 

While there are no 
weight restrictions, a com¬ 
mercial driver who has 
been diagnosed with ob¬ 
structive sleep apnea and 
isn’t undergoing treatment 
will not get a medical cer¬ 
tificate. Sleep apnea, more 
common among those who 
are overweight, leads to 
daytime sleepiness, a dan¬ 
ger on long drives. 

But there are obstacles 
for truck drivers who are 
mindful of their health. In 
addition to being seated 
for many hours at a time, 
eating options are usu¬ 
ally limited to places with 
parking lots big enough to 
accommodate their tractor- 
trailers — most often truck 
stops, which historically 
have not been known for 
wholesome food or work¬ 
out equipment. 

That’s something truck 
stop chains have been try¬ 
ing to change. 

TravelCenters of Amer¬ 
ica, which operates under 
the TA and Petro Stopping 
Centers brands, launched 
a program two years ago 
called StayFit that includes 
placing small, free gyms in 


truck stops, offering health¬ 
ier eating options and half 
portions, mapping walking 
routes near truck stops and 
building basketball courts 
in some locations. 

“We wanted to remove 
as many barriers to driv¬ 
ers’ health as possible,” said 
TravelCenters spokesman 
Tom Liutkus, who said the 
company has gyms at 42 of 
its more than 240 locations, 
with plans to outfit them all 
by the end of next year. He 
added that the gyms have 
been accessed more than 
30,000 times. 

Gym franchiser Snap 
Fitness has partnered with 
Rolling Strong, which pro¬ 
vides wellness programs 
aimed at truckers, to open 
gyms at Pilot Flying J loca¬ 
tions. The first one opened 
south of Dallas in June: A 
nearly 1,000-square-foot 
stand-alone building filled 
with weights and a dozen or 
so machines. So far, more 
than 120 memberships have 
been sold for that gym. 

“We know that we have 
an audience out there that 
needs help,” said Snap Fit¬ 
ness chief executive officer 
and founder Peter Taunton. 
By the end of the year, they 
also plan to install gyms 


inside Pilot Flying J truck 
stops in Georgia and Ten¬ 
nessee. 

A monthly membership 
of about $30 also gives 
truckers access to Snap 
Fitness’ more than 1,300 
gyms, Taunton said, 60 of 
which have tractor trailer- 
friendly parking. 

Pilot Flying J plans to add 
a function to their smart¬ 
phone app to help truck¬ 
ers identify healthy food 
choices at their locations 
and fast food restaurants. 
David Parmly, the com¬ 
pany’s employee services 
manager, says their truck 
stops have adjusted recipes 
to make them healthier and 
offer oatmeal for breakfast. 

Bob Perry, president of 
Rolling Strong, said truck¬ 
ers flock to daylong well¬ 
ness screenings that his 


company sets up at truck 
stops nationwide. 

“We never have to re¬ 
cruit anyone over. We are 
packed from the time we 
open till the time we leave,” 
Perry said. 

Bruce Moss, vice presi¬ 
dent of human resources 
for Con-way Freight, said 
they’ve found that their 
wellness program reduces 
the number of people who 
call in sick, lowers work¬ 
place injuries and controls 
health care costs. The pro¬ 
gram gives truckers access 
to wellness coaches and 
has them stretch before 
starting a shift. 

Last year, more than 
11,500 of Con-way Freight’s 
21,000 employees, the 
majority of them drivers, 
consulted with wellness 
coaches. 


Teen awash in his own soap business

DANVILLE, Ky. - Raising 
goats and making soap have 
become second nature for 
Joe Bremer. The 14-year-old 
Chicagoan-turned Danville 
resident launched his own 
soap-making business in 
2010. 

Joe’s Bars and Suds be¬ 
gan after many visits to 
a soap store in Tarpon 
Springs, Fla., which had 
“10 by 10 walls” full of soap. 
Bremer says they used a 
ladder there to reach the 
highest shelves. 

“He figured if someone 
else could do it, and they 
made soap in ancient times 
from goat milk and olive 
oil, he could make soap, 
too,” says Bremer’s mother, 
Jackie. 

Bremer kept after his 
parents to let him have a 
goat when they were living 
in Chicago, but there wasn’t 
enough space to keep one. 
They also couldn’t find a 
place to buy goat milk. 

When they relocated to 
Kentucky, he tried to con¬ 
vince them to let him get a 
horse, then a cow. Of both 
animals, his mom said they 
simply didn’t have enough 
land. Finally, he settled 
back on goats. This time, 
he got his wish. 

He began showing goats 
when he was 11, through the 
help of organizations like 
the Boyle County Livestock 
Club and the Fort Harrod 
Goat Club. 

As with his quest to get 
an animal, Bremer wanted 
to start making soap. He 
kept trying to convince his 
mom to let him and says 


“finally, I wore her down.” 

They got a book, titled 
“The Complete Idiot’s 
Guide to Making Natu¬ 
ral Soaps,” and he began 
watching videos on You¬ 
Tube. 

He also joined the 4-H 
Means Business Club, which 
allows young entrepreneurs 
to bring their products to 
the meetings and use fel¬ 
low members as a sounding 
board for ideas. In that club, 
he was able to develop his 
displays and his business. 

When he was 14, Bremer 
and his mom went to Frank¬ 


fort to register for his LLC. 
Because he was less than 18, 
he was unable to register as 
the business owner. 

That visit to Frankfort is 
how he met the Kentucky 
Secretary of State, Alison 
Lundergran Grimes, who 
was so impressed by the 
youngster’s determination 
that she had to buy some of 
his soap. 

Bremer still has the mon¬ 
ey she paid him, as well as 
a photo taken of the two of 
them, which he has framed. 

Since then, he has start¬ 
ed distributing his soaps 


to various stores in Boyle 
County. 

Currently, Joe’s Bars 
and Suds products can be 
found in seven area stores: 
Maple Tree Gallery, Burk- 
mann Feeds, The Medi¬ 
cine Shoppe, Sweet Suds 
and Tanning, Not Just An¬ 
tiques, Muddy Creek Primi¬ 
tives and The Harvesters in 
Perryville. 

According to Jackie, 
the local businesses have 
been willing to “give a kid 
a chance.” 

His mom jokes that, like 
a lot of farmers, Bremer has 
to have another job to help 
support his farming. “The 
money from the soap feeds 
the goats, buys the goats, 
and helps the health and 
welfare of the goats,” she 
says. 

The Bremers get their 
goat milk from Kreider 
Farms in Perryville. Lo¬ 
cal is important, which is 
why Bremer shops for as 
many of the ingredients as 
possible from local stores 
and farmers. They are also 
food-grade quality. 

Joe’s Bars and Suds soap 
is made using a “cold” pro¬ 
cess. The natural sugars in 
goat’s milk, when mixed 
with heated lye, cause the 
soap to turn a brownish col¬ 
or. Using the cold process 
keeps this from happening. 

“It makes lighter bars,” 
Bremer said. 

Getting local individu¬ 
als, specifically local busi¬ 
ness owners, to give him a 
chance has made a differ¬ 
ence. Allowing him to set 
up displays in their shops, 
has enabled Joe’s Bars and 
Suds to expand into the 
community.

Woman who blamed fire
